| “Mr. Leonardt went to San Francisco 
on the day of the earthquake. He re- 
mained there until Sunday. During all 
of that time he busied himself in 
making a close and careful study of 
the nature and extent of the damage 
done by earthquake and fire. 

His conclusions may be summed up 
briefly as follows: 

Buildings of antiquated construction, 
of brick and frame, either crumbled 
under the earthquake or succumbed to 
the flames and were totally destroyed. 

Up-to-date fireproof bulidings, of ac- 
cepted materials and construction, 
stood both the test of earthquake and 
fire and, comparatively speaking, with- 
out exception, were little damaged 
save in decorations and finishings. 
The cost of restoring these biild- 


$75,000. 

“The Monadnock building! The dyna- 
miting of that magnificent building 
was one of the most absurd and ridic- 
ulous features of the whole fire. I 
helped build that building myself, and 
I know what it was. 

FIGURES GIVEN.

\MINISTERING ANGEL 


HELPS THOUSANDS. 


NGHL OF FORT MASON,” is 
the loving title given by the vag 
coming refugees from San Fran- 
cisco to Mrs. Lou Brant, a fair-haired 
young matron of Los Angeles,’ who 
}proved herself a heroine during the 
days of devastation in the North. 
The care of the thousands of homeless 
and in many instances parentiess, chii- 
dren, rendered so by the disaster, was 
the gigantic task taken upon her shoul- 
ders by Mrs. Brant at Fort Mason. 

it is a beautiful story told by those 
who witnessed the scene. Clad in a 
khaki uniform, in lieu of no other ob-| 
talnable raiment, Mrs. Brant was busy 
night and day tending and ministering 
te the little wailfs which the great dis- 
aster had driven to her. 

She was sleepless, they say, and went 
without food and water that the chil- 
dren might be cared for. She shared 
her own bed with three of the tots, and 
her husband slept onthe open hiliside, 
perfectly content with a table cloth for 
a covering. 

With her husband, C. T. 
noble woman lived at No. 
street, San Francisco, up to the morn- 
ing of the disaster. All of their little 
belongings were swept away by the 
fire, and their escape to safety was 
thrilfing. 

Almost fainting from Fright and ex- 
ure about noon, she and her hus- 
nd reached Fort Mason, It was nec- 
essary to carry Mrs. Brant a part of 
the way.

NOT HOMOGENEOUS. 

“The City Hall in its ruins is a fit 
type of the old construction. Although 
its tower is of steel, the construction 
is not homogeneous. The connection 
between the steel and the brick wad 
not monolithic. When the shake came 
the brick went one way and the steel 
the other, and the building, with noth- 
ing to support it, came down. Still it 
is by no means a total loss, and ought 
to be restored for $750, 

“The Nevada National Bank build- 
ing, one of the old type, was eritirelv 
destroyed, although the vaults are 2"! 
right. So also was the Palace Hotel, 
the Occidental, the Examiner buil ling 
and all such types of the old-style con- 
struction. They either went to pleces 
under the shake, or were entircly 
razed by the flames. 

FIRE TRAPS. 

“With the possible exception of the 
Call building, which apparently iz- 
nited from within, probably none of 
the other fireproof buildings would 
have been injured save for having 
been surrounded on all sides by these 
flimsy fire traps. 

“I wish to be understood in giving 
the above figures as making an esti- 
mate merely from what examinations 
I could of the buildings, but I am <s- 
sured they are in the main correct, 
and ought to demonstrate to the public 
that the lores to the fireproof buildings 
is comparatively very light. 

“As nearly as I could ascertain 3)! 
of the steel buildings I examined 'n 
San Francisco are plumb and solid. 
If any of them are out of plumb, which 
it would require a «lose examination 
to determine, tt would be a serious 
problem to restore them. But even #0 
that would be by no means necessary. 

A TOWER OF PISA. 

“On the other hand at Oakland I 
noticed a big twelve-story building 
which was thrown out of plumb more 
than twelve inches. It is all solid, 
however, and probably should occasion 
little alarm.” 

Mr. Leonardt was on his way to San 
Francisco to close up a big contract at 
the time of the earthquake. He left 
here on the Coast line, but on his ar-- 
rival in San Francisco, naturally 
‘enough found not the test trace 
of the people with whom he had an 
a ntment.

“The effect of the earthquakes on the 
big buildings in San Francisco teaches 
very valuable lesson,” says Mr. 
“I was in the ruined Call bulld- 
ing after the earthquake and before the 
fire had attacked it. This big structure 


was only slightly damaged by the 
shocks. 


QUAKE DAMAGE SLIGHT. 
“The Mutual Savings Bank building 
was uninjured. Even the elevators 
were running emoothly, and the occu- 
pants were entering and leaving with 
A a little added haste.

In the Flood buliding, I have already 
mentioned, the damage sustained was 
owing to the big steel columns slipping 
from the concrete — on which they 
rested.

The St. Dunstan Hotel and the Union 
Pacific Club building, both of which 
are of brick construction, were badly 
damaged. The Augustine, a five-story 
apartment house of brick, half way be- 
tween the above two buildings, was 
practically undamaged, and $50 would 
have put it in its original condition.
